OSCAR H. GUSTAFSON 


Rettring after thirty-two years with the College, 
Professor Oscar H. Gustafson has served as Unit 
Coordinator for the Agriculture Department, 1986- 
present; chairman of the Division of Applied Sciences, 
Career Programs and Technologies from 1974-19853 and 
professor of agriculture. 


After attending Potomac State College, Professor 
Gustafson earned a bachelor's degree in agriculture 
in 1950 and a master's degree in agriculture educa- 
tion in 1953 from West Virginia University. He is 
espectally proud that all members of his family have 
attended Potomac State College over the years. 


Before coming to PSC, Professor Gustafson was a 
Vo-Ag teacher at Keyser High School, a Vo-Ag teacher 
and IOOF instructor at Buckhannon High School, and a 
member of the U.S. Navy's CBs.

The success of our college library being designated as 
a national World War II library honoring Woodrow Wilson 
Barr greatly pleased Professor Howard. Additionally, she 


has been named to Outstanding Young Women in America. 


Professor Howard is a member of the American Library 
Association; the West Virginia Library Association (and 
chair of the College and University Section); National 
Council of Geographic Educators; and Trinity United 
Methodist Church (where she has served as member of the 
choir, Sunday School teacher, and more).
